I hM been foofht and won. It hae been 
I bloodj and deoiiiTe. The wioked treaeon 
of Bnckner — a treaeon againit his Stale 
and hie oonntrj — hae reeuUed, as all such 
note should roeolt, in hie defeat But one 
feeling of congratulation, tempered with 
thankfulness, peirades the people. The 
State feels a sense of relief that the war she 
so long sought bj more peaceful means to 
keep from her Aelds, has nearlj passed 
frdm her soil. In the midst of this rejoio- 
ing, we hare a feeling of the profoundest 
s^mpathj for those distressed and nnforlu> 
nate parents whose sons hare been enticed 
away from their homes bj the aroh -traitor 
Buckner, and who now are plunged into the 
deepest anxiety to know of the fate of their 
children. To them there is not that con- 
solation which comes to the heart of the 
parent whose children, fighting for their 
country, hare laid down their Hres in the 
triumphant blase of a glorious viotory. To 
them, eren in the hour of triumph, comes 
death in sable suit of woe, claiming his 
meed of tears and lamentation. Let no one 
be charged with want of patriotism if, in 
this hour of general rejoicing, a feeling of 
the deepest sympathy is felt for those whe, 
themselres loyal, hare loot their children 
battling in a disloyal cause.

Mexico is the all-important question of 
the day, and many are the speculations as 
to the result of the invasion by the allied 
powera of that repubUo. Rebellion, fanned 
and fed by Europe, has laidwss'e that beau- 
tiful and wealthy land, much as Europe 
would glory in seeing in our own country, 
and as one of the allies did in Santo Do> 
mingo. Most of the crimes and outrages 
for which these same allies (three to one, 
and that one orippled) demand indenuufi 
cation, were committed by Spaniards; and 
now, forsooth, we are told by our journals 
here that robberies have nearly ceased. The 
cause of this effect is evident. Most of 
these leaders of gangs have been caught 
and killed— and who were thej ? Nearly all 
born in Spain. The Spanish robbers not 
yet caught fear to show themselves, and 
the Mexican brigands have given up their 
nefarious pursuits and joined, with their 
forces, the army to fight off the invading 
dictators of an ultimatum.

I and (he two brothers Cobo, all Spaniards, 
have been killed (save one of the latter, who 
escaped). These brothers formerly had a 
shoe and leather store in this oity; they 
swindled the people here sud tied to Mexico; 
one became a leader of a horde of robbers, 
and it is said received a subsidy from Spain 
through this island for the purpose of stir- 
ring up the land to a point when foreign 
intervention could step iu and pay its own 
expenses with the spoils of conquest, and 
of uniting tho Spaoiards there, and when 
all was ripe to hoist the Spanish flag, and in 
the name of the people ask the protection 
of Spain, as Santana did in Sxnto Domingo, 
where ship loads of offioers are now being 
sent to rule and extort all the revenue the 
island can produce. Cobo, it seems, though 
the time had come for him to appear on the 
stage when Gasset took possession of Vera 
Cruz, and when the Spanish flag waved 
over San Juan de UuUoa, but he mistook 
his cue and came on too soon, hoisted the 
flag of Spain in the Sierra, bat was seized 
by his own band and hung — his brother esa 
oaping. 

The Commissioners sent to the oity of 
Mexico by the European Allies with their, 
ultimatum, returned to Vera Cruz on the 
28th ult. They gave a very flattering ac- 
count of their treatment along the route, 
their reception at the oapilal, and their 
sumptuous entertainment by Juarez, Min- 
ister of the Treasury, who, after due con- 
sideration of the ultimatum, expressed an 
earnest desire to avoid further hestilities, 
acknowledged a breach of treaties, and 
offered the most satisfactory security for 
the future. He also dispatched with the 
Commissioners, Senor Zamaoona, invested 
with full power to treat with the Allied 
plenipotentiaries as regarded preliminaries. 
Juarez further proposed that the allied 
ministers should proceed to Orizaba, where 
they would be mot by Mexican commis- 
sioners prepared to treat with them in 
detail; but he at the same lime exacted as 
a preliminary that the whole expeditionary i 
force of the allies should re-embark, except 
a guard of two thousand men to accompany 
the ministers to Orizaba, and remain with 
them there during the pending of negotia- 
tions. The allies, however, refused to 
oomply with the conditions specified by 
Juarez, so far as re-embarking the troops, 
and decided, in case of his manifesting any 
obstinacy on that point, to maroh at onoa 
with their entire fores for the capital. 

General Miramon reached the harbor of 
Vera Crus on the 27th ult , in the British 
steamer Avon, and just as a number of his 
partisans ware crowding on ihs pier to wel- 
come his return, an armrd par' j from a Brit- 
ish frigate went on board, arrested Miramon 
and took him on board the Commodore’s 
ship, where he was detained as a prisoner. 
The cause of this ssovement was a source of 
mystery. The general opinion seemed to 
be that the British authorities were going to 
hold him responsible for the $400,000 in 
speoie which he seizsd while it was under 
British seal and protection, after his fall 
from the Ptesidency. 

It was rumored that General Almonte was 
shortly expected to arrive with instruotions 
relative to the establishment of a monarchy 
in Mexico, the idea of which was not at all 
relished by the people.

Every day 
brings us intelligenoe of brilliant aokievs- 
ments and important viotories; and over all 
these mercy and tenderness to the oonqner- 
ed, throws its beautiful hues, robbing 
war of half its horrors. Who can read 
with smy other than a feeling of pride of 
the oareful attention and nursing of the 
wounded rebels at Mill Springs, by those 
who, but a few hours before, had charged 
up to these death dealing lines, and scat- 
tered them over the field? Does it not bring 
back a thrill of recollocUon of the days of 
knightly ohivalry, to see the honors paid to 
the corpse of the rebel Zollicoffer, by him 
who, but a few hours before, hsd been bat- 
tling against him? or does not the high 
toned courtesy of Foote and Grant, to the 
captive rebels of Fort Henry, emaek of the 
days of Bayard and De GuescUn, though 
they seem, be it said, to disgraos the kind- 
ness they receive?

The gallantry of the Union troops bus 
been well and severely tested, and they have 
proved more than equal to tho task before 
them. 

As the fleet approached the fori this 
morning, a salute was fired, and loud 
cheers went up when the American flags 
were visible. 

No officer in the army had an idea of Fort 
Donelaon’s defenses until they had been 
gained and examined. 

Several regiments, when oat of ammuni, 
lion, rushed forward, and although exposed 
to the brisk fire of the rebel artillery, gal- 
lantly drove their foes biok with the bayo- 
net and oaptured their guns.

It may be in the management 
of the Unw, it may bs is the reporter or 
agent of the Assooiatei Press at one point 
or the other. Of one fact not only our 
seWes, but the public are abundantly as- 
sured, and that is that the fault U an out- 
rageous one, and It must be corrected. 

If all our dispatches come through Cin 
oinnati and are to be sifted at that point at 
the disereiion of any one, we want to 
know it ; if they are detained or kept back 
purposely, we want to know it. If there is 
any understanding between the papers of 
Cincinnati and the agent at that point, we 
want to know it. We do not absolutely 
know that any of these suppositions are 
true, but we cannot help thinking one or 
more may be, and for this simple reason: 

For weeks the exception has been when 
all the dispatches received at Cincinnati 
have been sent through on time. The rule 
has been that from half a eoluson to a col- 
umn and a half is delayed. For a long 
time we bore this treatment in silence; but 
it has oome to be suoh an everyday occur- 
renoe, that patience has long ago ceased to 
be a virtue. 

From the Cincinnati papers of Monday 
morning, we clipped a full column of die. 
patches not sent to Louisville Saturday nor 
Sunday night. From yesterday’s papers 
ws clipped another column not ecnt to this 
city. 

Som etimes dispatches that should reach 
ns at night, oome in the afiernoon of the day 
after, and at so late an hour that the Cin- 
cinnati morning papers containing the whole 
arrive in the city, and are hawked all over 
toim before the evening papers can possibly 
be issued, containing precisely the same 
nWs, with perhaps now and then a later 
item. 

When the lines are down we cannot expect 
to get the news: but it eeegis to us that the 
lines break rather too frequently between 
the two points.

From Fort Royal. 

The Btexmer Baltio arrived in New York 
on the IS'h, from Port Royal on the lOtb, 
having on board 680 bales of ootton. The 
New York papere are without eorrespond- 
enoe. General Sherman having prohibited 
the tranvm’ssion of all news. The effloers 
of the Baltio and eome of the passengers 
report the following : 

Qen. Sherman is exerting himself stren- 
uously to let no information oome north of 
anything doing He has iesued an order 
reminding soldiers and oivilians that the 
puniehment for giving information to the 
enemy, directly or indirectly, is death. A 
fngiiive elave who came to Port Royal from 
Fortress Monroe, haring eeoaped from a 
loyal master, has been returned to his 
ow»-er. 

The passengers by tbe Baltio bring home 
a good many rumors of expeditions and 
contemplated military movements. They 
say that a force of abont five thousand men 
is within eight miles of Savannah, and that 
the pioke’s of these regiments reoonnoiter 
within four miles of the oity. They will 
Bocn be reinforced and make an attack. 

The troops were under marching orders 
when the Baltio left, and an expedition of 
(welre gunboaie and abont ten thoueand 
men, and a large number of heavy guns, 
was under marching ordere. It wae believed 
that an attaok would be made on Fort Jack 
son and Savannah on Monday or Tuesday. 
The rebels had ooncenirated their troops for 
tbe defense of Savannah, withdrawing them 
from Charleston and the vioinity of Port 
Royal. Our forces at Port Royal have been 
gradually reinforoed for some time back by 
troops and heavy ordnance. 

Some of the passengers also state that a 
movement would take plaoe against Chari* e 
ton simultaneously with that against Savan- 
nah, and it was surmised that it might be the 
inteniion of General Sherman to strike 
Charleston first, while threatening Savan- 
nah. It was thonght that the twelve regi- 
ments under marching orders might be 
moved against Charleston. They were to be 
aided by cavalry, and two movements were 
to be mule, one to the railread direct and 
the other from the vicinity of Eiisto Is.

A Scene after the Battle. 

The following is an extr— t irom a letior 
of L. F. Draka, okaplaln of tho 81 si Ohio 
regiment, to the W— tem Christian Advo- 
cate: 

I went to the camp of the lOlh Indiana 
regiment, where the dead and many of the 
wounded were; and at the request of Cap- 
tain Boagland, I vUited some of the houees 
aod tents where the wounded of both armies 
were, and aided all I could to alleviate their 
Bufferiogs. About lea o'clock 1 ley down 
in a tent and tried to aleep, but the ahriekf 
and the groaoinga of the wounded and 
dying re— bed my ears, and pierced my 
heart, and I oonld not eleep. In a short 
tims Dr. Linnett and a Mr O'ds, from 
Lancaster, Ohio, came in to sleep in the 
tent I was oooupyiag. One of them re- 
marked that there w— a wounded soldier in 
an old bl— kgmith shop, who w— d— irom* 
of teeing a ohaplain. I arose from my 
oouoh, and after wending my way through 
the mud and wet, I found the shop, 
and, to my utter surpri— , 1 found the 
shop filled with the wounded, and one 
w— lying upon the forge. Some were 
mortallly wounded, and a few were 
not. After eonversing and praying with 
one of them a ehort lime, he obtained peace 
sad pardon. I then — ked him what regi- 
ment he belonged to. Said he, “1 am your 
enemy, but we will be friends in Heaven.” 
He then requested me to write to his grand- 
father in Paris, Tennessee, who is a Cam 
berlsnd Presbytorian minister, and inform 
him of hie oondition, and hit being prepared 
to dia in ths fall triumph of faith. I con- 
versed with — vsral others, and tried to poin 
them to the Lamb of God that taketh away 
the eina of tka world. There are tint— when 
the eoldiors oara but liule abont being oon 
versed with upon the sabjeot of religion; but 
when in the condition of the— men they 
would prefer seeing a faithful minister of 
the Gospel than any of their wlokad eom> 
minders or a— iat— . I w— al— permitted 
to a— Gonoral Z ylltooffor, wao w— laid out 
on a board in a taut in the oold embraoe of 
daath. I siw tha pi— e where ho was shot, 
and laid my hand upon his broad forehead 
Ho w— abont six f— t tall, and oompaotly 
sod woU built, one among the fin— t heads 
that 1 avar — w.
